The proposed amendments to independent claims 1,9,21, 33, 34 and new claim 43 each incorporate the use of relative terms such as 
difficult and complexity which renders these claims indefinite and rejected under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph. Please note that a 
complexity module is acceptable as defined in the specification since this is a specific type of module but complexity by itself is indefinite. 

As stated in prior office actions, it is the claims and only the claims that form the metes and bounds of the invention. Further, the 
Examiner has the obligation to intrepret the claims in the broadest reasonable manner. Still further, arguments must be factually based 
and targeted to the claims. Consequently, and since each claim and step was addressed related to the prior art of Black in prior office 
actions, the rejections remain. The argument presented by the Applicant in the response dated May 25, 2004, page 14, lines 19-26, is 
not manifest in the claim language and is therefore not material to a justification of the applicant's invention over Black's prior art. . 
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
